Corn Dodgers go GREAT 
with them too. I quess it is sort of a fried cornbread. Much better 

than cornbread to my way of thinking. Handy to pick up. So good you don’t 
really need butter on them. Doesn’t crumb all over the place like regular 
cornbread does. The kids will carry off the leftovers too. That is if 
there are any. Floaters are pancakes so light they could float. So 

light you could eat two dozen of them! They beat Aunt Jemima, Bisquick and 


eoornn? 


Krusteaz hands down! 


Easy to stir up too even if they are from scratch. 


MOON’S BEANS 


(this recipe was passed down from chuck 
wagons of Oklahoma panhandle, during 
cattle drives of the late 1800’s.) 


Select a cheap 2 Ib roast. Have butcher 
set grinder on 3/4" plate for coarse & 
oemind only once. (or use 2 Ib. of “chili 

ad" beef.) Brown meat in 4 T. oil. 
Set meat aside. 


cups pinto beans & 3 qts. of water 
t. salt 

large onion, peeled but left whole 
large bay leaf 

cloves of garlic, peeled and mashed 
T. chili powder 

t. ground cumin

Wash beans & put in heavy iron pot w/ 
heavy lid. (I’ve made it in a slow 
cooker or regular large soup pot.) Add 
water. Bring to boil. Cook rapidly for 
2 min. Remove from heat. Cover and let 
set 1 hour. Now add salt, onion, bay 
leaf, garlic and 2 T. fat from off meat. 
Return rapidly to boiling, reduce heat 
and simmer 2 hours. Use hot leftover 
coffee as needed to thin. Lift out onion 
and bayleaf. Measure chili powder & 
cumin & rub to gravy like paste with 
a little bean liquid. Add slowly to 
beans. Stir in browned meat. Cover 
‘simmer another hour. Serve with 
L_.n Dodgers and a big fresh sliced 
onion. 


CORN DODGERS 


1 C. Yellow cornmeal 
1 C. Flour 

2 t. baking powder 
1/2 t. soda 

1 C. buttermilk 

1 t. salt 

1 egg 


Mix in order given and drop 
from a large spoon into hot 
grease and fry til golden brown 
on both sides.
